For Foothill Service Roads 


On the heels of an informa- 
tional meeting on Foothill Blvd.

FELLOW CITIZENS: 

The Civic Center Bond Issue must be approved at 
the Jan. 25th Election!!! 

The time for replacing our city buildings has long 


past. 

OUR LIBRARY, which picys an important part in 
the education of our young people, and an equally 
important part in the enjoyment and recreation of those 
past school age, is a MESS. 

The building is an eye-sore, a physical wreck, and 
completely inadequate to house the very fine collec- 
tion of books and other publications that the frustrated 
library staff tries to handle. 

OUR FIRE Station is hard to describe. Just go look 
at it. We now have several firemen on duty 24 hours 
a day but their quarters in an old house behind the 
existing station building are uncomfortable and in- 
adequate. The best we can say for the firemen’s dormi- 
tory is that it matches the fire house. Neither are there 
any training facilities for these firemen nor any place 
for these facilities. Also, we desperately need the 
branch fire station at the City site on San Antonio Ave 
North of 20th St. It just takes too long for a heavily 
loaded truck to go up to the northern part of the City 
A fire truck from the proposed substation could reach 
any house North of 14th St. and West of Campus Ave 
in something less than half the time now required. 
That new substation is included in the bond issue. 

THE POLICE Department is fearfully overcrowded for 
our present needs and we are growing every day. The 
Civic Center plan calls for the Police Department to 
take over the present City Hall. This will serve two 
good purposes: 

(1) the structurally sound and quite attractive build- 
ing will be put to good use; and, 

(2) the Police Department will have adequate room 
to function as it should. 

CONFUSION reigns in all the other City Departments 
because of lack of space. 

Records, maps, charts, filing cabinets, are al] stacked 
on top of each other or stored in some far-away room 

The people who serve in the administration, building, 
planning, water, purchasing, engineering, licensing, and 
finance departments, and the City Clerk's office, are 
only there to serve you..... the people who live or 
work in Upland. 

To do their work with any degree of efficiency, these 
people must be furnished the space and tools.

Board Chairman Ross Dana, 
who had the power to reappoint 
Sanford, said there was no doubt 
that he would do so,
